Says London: “Times”

An article In the London Times on 
‘November G-envisiges a blockade of 
“Hongkong as a possible outcome of 
the Sino-Japanese war.” 


The Times Correspondent in ‘Sokye 
atites that many camplaints are be- 
ing received jn Japan that munitions 
and war material are reaching China 
throunh Hongkong, whieh at present 
Is exempt from the Japanese block- 
‘ade of the Chinese const. 


The Times reports an authoritative 
Tokyo source as stating that Japan 
may overcome the difficulty experi- 
enced In preventing munitions from 
reaching China through Honpgicong 
by declaring war on China. 


A forerunner of an offlclal declara- 
tlon of war would be the establish- 
ment of Japanese Imperial General 
Headquarters. Japan, states the 
Times’ Correspondent, may take this 
step if the various European powers 
sympathetic to China continue = to 
support that nation. 


The Times points oul that a Japa- 
nese decliration of war on Ching 
would bring Hongkong within the 


svope of the Japanese blockade of 


the Chinese cost. 


“It Japun declares war en China 
the situation with regard to Hont- 
hong will be considerably changed,” 
says-the Times, 

“Considerable inconvenience — and 
loss to British shipping trading. to 
and from Hongkong would almost 
‘certainly to be ane of the results.”

POINTING THE ROAD 
IN SOCIAL SERVICE 


Yesterday the Hongkong 
Telegraph waa able to disclose 
that a private group of social 
workers had undertaken -certain 
experiments with respect to 
Hongkong’s housing problem as 
it affects the poorer population. 
For the merit of the experiment 
nothing more need be said than 
that it is timely, or rather, over- 
due. No matter if it «appears 
to be unsound financially at the 


outset; it is-a-stride inthe right 


direction. From it the investi- 
gators will learn much; enough, 
perhaps, to be in « position to 
advise the Government’s 
perts who may be culled upon 
to consider some such scheme at 
no distant date. Behind the 
private experiment js a strong 
feeling of dissatisfaction and 
injustice resulting from that 
system known as “principal 
tenantry,” ‘considered. by many 
to be iniquitous because of the 
almost inevitable abuses which 
grow out of it. Granted that it 
ig the Chinese themselves who 
are responsible, for the most 
part, for the sub-letting of floor 
space to tenants at ridiculous 
prices, for the -over-crowding 
and unsanitary conditions of 
many of the Coleny’s  tene- 
ments; granted that the custom 
is old-established and that, in all 
probabillty, a good proportion of 
those who are ‘encompassed in’ 
it have never known better 
living ‘conditions and probably

‘Ihave known worse, the miove- 


ment for reform is nevertheless 
admirable, necessary and a 
source of gratification that 
there are disinterested Euro- 
peans here-who have the wel- 
fare of the less important mem- 
bers of the community at heart. 

Ti is to be ‘hoped that the 
experiment will, be successful, 
that it can be shown that tenc- 
ments can be built at a cost and 
of a type suited to poor people 
who can afford so very little for 


thelr Ilving quarters.” It vmny 


NOT YESTERDAY. 


AVE you ever stood 


H still in a London 


street and asked 
yourself why the buildings 
look as they do? Ask your- 
self ‘why this: shop is 
dressed up like a municipal 
library, . why “that publie- 
house’ apes: an-~ old-world 
cottage and why the outside 
of this cafe looks like the 
inside of a Turkish - bath. 


Nearly all the buildings you see are 
imitations of something else. All 
English towns, net only London, have 
become pitiful hotch-potches of erlbs 
and copies. 


And it our builders are not copying 
some historical precedent they ‘are 
doing worse; they are imitating with- 
out understanding the work of the 
few architects of to-day who are 
creating something that is different. 

London has its examples of this 
new architecture; two adjacent houses 
in Church Street, Chelsea, another in 
Hampstead, some fints' in Highgate 
and Ladbroke Grove, nnd one or two 
others, 


And in’ the country individual 
houses are being built whose flat 
roofs and large windows’are at once 
denounced by local authorities. 


For there is still a mass prejudice’ 
against thls modern architecture and 
&reat nonsense is talked about it.‘ 


Modern architecture is neither a 
new slyle nor an eccentricity. It is 


be that it-will grow from this 
present little beginning to a 
great and far-reaching improve- 
ment, backed by all sections of 
the people, Chinese as well og 
European. For its aim must 
nppeal to all: If only on the 
ground that it will remove the 
prevailing danger of disease in 
the crowded coolic quarters, the 
nightmare of epidemics which 
would affect every man, woman 
and child, from the uppermost 
Peak levels to the meanest hovel 
in Hollywood Road, it is good. 
And whatever is‘ good js 
deserving—of—support—-and—en- 
couragement, 

The social workers: responsi- 
ble for this experiment are am- 
bitious. They would not only 
raise the standard of living, but 
the moral life of the people with 
whom they are working. 
Education, supervision and -per- 
sonal interest are the means 
they propose. to adopt for this 
purpose.’ They themselves 
characterise their venture as 
unique and bold in conception. 
So it is. Moreover, they are 
financing it themselves by 
voluntary subscription. But it 
is their hope that the “settle. 
ments” which they establish 
will require no great outlay on 
the part of the backers. No- 
one ‘vill relish their task of 
education and uplift, but, on the 
other hand, no-one will be so 
dull as to despise or belittle it. 
These experimenters are real 
public servants. ; 

‘One of the best things that 
could result from this scheme 
would be the proof that terie- 
ments’ can ‘be built by the 
Government at reasonable cost 
in keeping with the limited re- 
turns, There should be no aim 
at profit, but only an endeavour 
te avoid large loss. Landlords 
might suffer to_ the. extent of 
losing..a._ proportion.“ of | their 
tenants. “But their loss would 
bo the gain of the Colony asa 
whole. Moreover, there is no 
renson to suppose that they 
could not still let their apace at 
sufficient rates to ensure a pro- 


fit. It is not suggested that the!’ 


Government should’ go into the 
tenement business with the idea 
of competing or rate-cutting, 
though a decline in rentals 
would probably be the effect of 
Government building, ‘The sim- 
pleaim should be, it is sumpested 
with all respect, to provide for 
the “overflow” population in.the 
tenements and to offer decent 
quarters at the least possible 
price. , PIX 7

admirable,. necessary and ‘a 
source of gratification that 
there are disinterested Euro- 
peans here who have the wel- 
fare of the less important mem- 
bers of the community at heart.

And if our bullders are not copying 
some historical precedent they are 
doing worse; they are imitating with- 
out understanding the work of the 
few architects of to-day who ore 
creating something that fs different. 

London has Sts examples of this 
new architecture; two ndjacent houses 
in Church Street, Chelsea, another in 
Hampstend, some flats in Highgate 
and Ladbroke Grove, and one or two

For there §s still a mass prejudice’ 
against this modern architecture and 
reat nonsense is talked about jt. 


Modern architecture is neither a 
new style nor an eccentricity, It In 


be that it will grow ‘from this 
Present little beginning to a 
great and far-reaching improve- 
ment, backed by all sections of 
the people, Chinese as well as 
European. For its aim must 
appeal to all. If only on the 
ground that it will remove. the 
prevailing «danger of disease. in 
the crowded coolie quarters, the 
nightmare of epidemics which 
would affect every man, woman 
and child, from the uppermost 
Peak levels to the meanest hovel 
in Hollywood Road, _ it is good. 
And” whatever is good is 
deserving of support and en- 
couragement, 


The social] workers responsi- 
ble for this experiment are am- 
bitious. They would not only 
raise the standard of living, but 
the mora} life of the people with 
whom they are working. 
Education, supervision and per- 
sonal interest are the means 
they propose to xdopt for this 
purpose. They themselves 
characterise. their venture as 
unique and bold in conception. 
So it is. Morcover, they are 
finincing it themselves by 
voluntary subscription: But it 
is their hope that the “settle- 
ments” which they establish 
will require no great outlay. on 
the part of the backers. No- 
one will relish their task of 
education and uplift, but, on the 
other hand, no-one will be so 
dull as to despise or belittle it. 
These experimenters are real 
publie servants. 

One of the best things that 
could result from this scheme 
would be the proof that tene- 
ments can be ‘built by the 
Government at reasonable cost 
in keéping with the limited re-| 
turns. There-should be no aim 
at profit, but only an endeavour 
to avoid large loss.: Landlords 
might. suffer to the extent of 
losing 2 proportion’ of | their 
tenants. But their losa would 
bo the gain of the Colony as a 
whole. Moreover, there is-no 
reason to suppose that they 
could not atill let their space at 
sufficient rates to ensure a pro- 
fit. It is not sugrested-that tho 
Government should go into the 
tenement business with. the iden 
of competing or  rate-cutting, 
though a decline in rentals 
would probably be tho effect of 
Government building. The sim- 
ple aimshould be, it is suggested 
with all respect, to provide for 
tho “overflow” population in the 
tenements and to offer decent 
quarters at the least possible 
price.
